NoVv we found the rope we had 
taken from California was going to 
prove very handy. By the time 
everything was in working ordet 
the day was mort than half gone. 
Again we delayed our departure 
until the next day. 

Meanwhile one of the neighbors, 
who had grown chummy, took us to 
his back yard where he proceeded to 
climb the pear tree and in exchange 
for a few apples gave us a box full 
of fast ripening pears. 

Early the next morning, towed by 
a neighbor’s car, we started on the 
road to Reels Corners, where U. S. 
Highway 30 is crossed. We went on 
through Bedford, where we turned 
up U. S. Highway 220. 

Our latest highway was a blue 
band of asphalt with long hills and 
many cars making traffic faster than 
usual. Before we knew it we were in 
Altoona, where the famous antombile 
speedway is located. There we had 
to stop to cool off and to put some 
oil into the motor before climbing 
some more hills. The day was a 
warm one and " Bouncing Betty’s” 
pet trouble, water-boiling, was com¬ 
ing to our attention again. 

From Altoona we went along a 
good road through Tyrone, Belle- 
fonte and up to Lock Haven. By 
the time we reached Williamsport, 
we were of the opinion that Penn¬ 
sylvania was quite a state after all 
and that its hills were bad enough, 
even comparable to the Rockies of 
the Far West. 

For many miles we followed the 
Susquehanna Trail, along the river 
of the same name, an endless shady 
path with green trees and shrubbetv 
helping the flowing water to keep us 
cqol. How we would have liked to 
take a dip in the water but we were 
in a hurry to.get to Bill's home in 
Albany, New York. The Susque¬ 
hanna Trail is one of the most 
beautiful paths we ever drove on 
during the entire trip. 

A quiet and not very wide road.it 
follows the river, and on a hot day 
the overhanging limbs of the many 
trees and the breeze from the water 
help you to keep cool and prey upon 
your imagination of the beauty of 
nature. You cannot resist the urge 
to slow down or to stop altogether to 
enjoy the beautiful scenery, not 
alone in one place but extending for 
miles and miles 

When we went through Muncy 
Valley, a small village, it was already 
past sunset and dusk was only a 
short time away. With a dead 
battery and cranking the motor out 


220 miles-on &'/£ gallons of fuel. 

We parsed the night rather un¬ 
comfortably. There were signs of 
rain and a thin drizzle kept us 
partially awake waiting for the rain 
to fall; and passing cars going at as 
fast speed eight feet away made a 
lot of noise. 

Early in the morning— it was Sun¬ 
day— we were up after breakfast put 
the fire out, and packed everything 
snugly. Then we gave "Bouncing 
Betty” a push and coasting down hill 
the motor started of its own accord 
and we were enroute for Albany. 
Bill's home, 240 miles away. 

We made fairly good time in reach • 
ing Tonwanda, Pennsylvania, and 
from here went on to Sayre, where 
we started to inquire how we could 
save a toll bridge fare. 

It was still early in the morning 
when we crossed the state liue into 
New York state, which Bill was 
never too tired to proclaim possessed 
the best roads of almost any state 
in the Union. 

Now 1 we were traveling on New 
York State Highway 17 toward 
Oswego. A good road exists up to 
Binghamton, where we found a 
detour on account of road construe 
tion. The detour was a very bad 
one and traffic very slow, but there 
was nothing that we could do but 
to follow it. Here we turned from 
State Road 17 to Number 7. 

One usique thing we found on 
this road, which is unlikely to be 
found on.any other road, was the 
immense number of skunks crushed 
by the passing cars. Woods line the 
road and during the night cars pass 
at a fast rate of speed. The headlights 
probably have a tendency to blind 
the poor wild animals who are crush¬ 
ed beneath the wheels of the ve¬ 
hicles. In a few miles we found no 
less than a dozen skunks killed dur¬ 
ing the night, with the odor of must 
still very, very strong. 

Oneonta looked like a very nice 
city with its neatly kept homes and 
yards and we were admiring the 
scenery, when another car, with a 
young couple started to honk the 
horn. We saw the girl at the wheel 
spelling on her fingers. In all of 
our trip we never encountered 
single deaf driver on the road, or if 
we did, the occupants of the car did 
not attempt to communicate with 
me. 

We had the name of the college 
in big, bold eight-inch chalk letters 


As should be the case, Bill drove into 
Albany, his home town, about two 
o’clock. Instead of going directly 
home, Bill drove through the town 
pointing out some of the local wonders. 
Albany is an old Dutch town formerly 
called Beverwyck, and renamed Albany 
after the surrender of the Dutch colony 
to the English in 1664. Beaver Park, 
since renamed Lincoln Park, where the 
beavers used to have their dams, now 
houses a municipal swimming pool, 
where all people, young and old, can 
frolic in the afternoons free of charge. 
The magnficent State Education 
Building, with Its tall columns of stone, 
makes an imposing effect on the mind. 
The new state building, the highest in 
the city, a column of spotless white 
stone, stands out in the sky. Of 
course, we had to pass Bill’s former 
school, and then go down to his father’s 
apothecary shop.

We remained in Albany ten days, 
doing nothing during the entire time 
except eating, enjoying ourselves and 
going to see friends. Our battery was 
too far dead to be re-awakened by 
recharging. One day the photographer 
of the Knickerbocker News asked to 
take a picture of “Bouncing Betty” 
& Company. We had to push her 
out of the garage. We managed to 
secure two columns of type in the 
paper the next day.

"Bouncing 
Betty” had done well all day and 
she had seemed to like the hills, so 
when we had elimbed about half 
way up and found her sputtering 
and her water boiling angrily, we 
were perplexed as to the new trouble.

Stopping 
to cool off, we added all the water 
from our desert water bag and 
reached tne summit in good shape. 

At a farmhouse at the side of the 
road, where we stopped to get some

Bill’s father was 
so good that he let us put “Bouncing 
Betty” in his garage, while he left his 
better car out on the street. He said 
he was afraid some one would steal 
our junk if we parked on the street. 
One of Bill’s grandmothers give spe¬ 
cial feasts for the whole family, first 
a luncheon and then a supper, piled 
high with German food—including 
sauerkraut and frankfurters. Bill 
started developing and printing the 
300 odd snapshots taken during the 
trip, a job which he does not expect 
to complete before the college year is 
over. 

Albany also has a harbor— the Al- 
bany-Rensselaer harbor. Two ocean¬ 
going vessels were in poit and one 
day we visited them. One was un¬ 
loading Russian pulpwood for the 
A. P. W. Pa[>er Company. This 
was the kind of cargo which caused 
so much comment in this country 
concerning the type of labor used to 
produce the pulp—whether convict 
or free labor was used. 

Another freighter was engaged 
in loading six locomotives for 
exportation to Soviet Russia. This 
was a specially built ship for hand 
ling locomotives exclusively. Her 
holds were extra large and the 
hatches compared favorably with the 
size of the cars to be stowed in 
them. 

Albany is jnst starting to become 
port, but with the diedging of the 
river channel to permit ocean going 
vessels to come up the river from 
New York, it is bound to grow. 
Gray, despite more coaxing, proved 
to be strong willed, departing on the 
Hudson River Night Line steamer 
for New York. We were there to 
see him off and promised to hunt 
him up in New York City in a few 
days and give him a free ride to 
Washington.

Once we had an all-day out 
ing near the cave with a huge party of 
near-relatives. As for girl friends, Gray 
managed to arrive at the precise time 
Bill was planning to meet a. girl friend 
going home from work/ Of course 
Gray went along with us to make new 
friends. One night we went to an 
Albany (Eastern League) night base 
ball game. A few other times, we went 
to the Settlement House, the religious 
center of a group of people, and 
which Mr. Lange, Sr., is the superin 
tendent, to help to install a new pul 
pit. One night, we went across the 
river to Rensselaer, to visit some 
Bill's cousins, and then took two of 
the girls, who were visiting there, back 
to their homes in Albany. One Sun¬ 
day; an all-day picnic to Thatcher 
Park in the Heldenberg Mountains 
provided exercise, for all of us. We 
ate, walked, climbed and ran all over

Now we 
thought of calling upon Mr. Lewis. 

The main highway along the 
Hudson passes his house, but he was 
not home, so we left a note with 
the neigbors to give to him. Later 
in the fall Mr. Lewis replied he was 
not at home, but that he still 
remembered the kindness extended 
him in giving him a pencil when he 
was in need of one. He also said 


that a box of a dozen Mongol pencils 
were being sent to me. Does it pay 
to be thonghtful and helpful at times? 

It did this time. 

When we went back to "Bouncing 
Betfy” a crowd had gathered and 
they were examining everything 
with interest. It is probable that 
they surveyed every loose nut and 
bolt and counted the number of 
dents in the fenders, from the ap¬ 
pearance of their curiosity. Lynch 
was in his own home town, but 
probably never had so truch 
attention focused upon him there as 
he had now.

From here we went to Times 
Square to hunt for the City Editor, 
since we felt that having broken the 
chain leading to publicity, or noto¬ 
riety, we might as well continue to 
reap our harvest of printer’s ink.

In the end, after being shot up an 
elevator to a corridor where the plas 
terers were still working; waiting a 
long time; being interviewed and 
sent up to the photo room and being 
told no photo was required; and our 
patience almost exhausted and beads 
of sweat already rolling down our 
brow, onr business was completed 
When we went back to "Bounc¬ 
ing Bettv” we saw another crowd 
had gathered and some men were dis¬ 
cussing the "FOR SALE” sign, and 
when I asked them how much they 
would offer one man said, "Twentv- 
five cents.” Bill, Lynch and I 
laughed, cranked her up and left. 
About this time Lynch was feeling 
the jolts of the road. "Bouncing 
Betty” was a supreme device to 
make incomplete indigestion com¬ 
plete. 

She rattled so much, and the 
street was so uneven, we three husky 
boys jammed tightly into the seat 
felt like being packed in a sardine 
can. Lynch felt it was high time 
to depart for home, spice he was 
not feeling v^rv well. We regretted 
that "Bouncing Betty’s” pretty 
mannerisms did not suit him, but we 
could not alter her. We told Lynch 
we would see him at Kendall Gteen 
the following week. 

I had an appointment with another 
steamship company man on White¬ 
hall Street, down near the Battery. 
If only there hadn't been any stop¬ 
lights we ujight .have Ltpt the ap¬ 
pointment. But with traffic and 
traffic regulations it took us over an 
hou» to go from 57th Street and 
Fifth Avenue down to Whitehall 
Stoeet. -We arrived at'-my -friend 1 * 
office five minutes after he had left 
for some place on Long Island. 

We still had that dinner date with 
the girls on 181st Street for six 
o’clock, and it was now five o'clock 
and we were about twelve miles frotq 
their home. Having gone down to 
the Battery by Fifth Avenue, we now 
went back bv Broadway and River¬ 
side Drive. Riverside Drive is 
very fineroud with fast traffic, our 
only objection was the stop-lights 
being placed where we saw no need 
for them, and especially when we 
were in a hurry to get to our destina¬ 
tion. 

To make matters worse, we went 
right past 181st Street without notic¬ 
ing, turning back at 189th Street 
ancUarriving nearly an hour late for 
our appointment. 

Working girls get hungry, like all 
people, and having kept them wait 
ing so long one of them had thought 
we would not come and hnd taken 
the liberty of satisfying her appetite 
Now the poor thing wasn't hungry 
but went through the motions partak¬ 
ing of a second meal. Great was 
our surprise to find ourselves the 


ed around, and if "Bouncing Betty” 
had been able to hear she would never 
have run again. Upon hearing of 
our extremely good mileage and 
showing evidence that our figures 
were correct, Mrs. Denlinger joking¬ 
ly declared she would be willing to 
trade her two-week old Ford A for 
"Bouncing Betty." 

Time went so fast that dusk gave 
way to night, and night almost 
gave way to dawn before we were 
ready to leave. A certain young 
man, who happened to be calling 
the same evening, kept us interested 
with his jokes that we forgot the 
passing of time. We visited the new 
apartment of the DeLauras, small 
but very trim and neatly kept. 

At a late hour we bade the half- 
asleep girls good-bye and then 
proceeded to hunt fora place to camp 
until morning. Our lights were 
weak and our battery in a terrible 
state, dead as the lead it contained, 
but we were parked near the summit 
of a steep hill. It was only a matter 
of giving "Bouncing Betty” a little 
push to get her rolling down the bill 
and in fifty yards her motor was 
roaring. We turned down River 
side Drive and then pondered for a 
solution to our problems. Thus far 
we had never paid a cent for a room 
during the entire trip. We had slept 
outdoors in the rain, cold, wind and 
heat But we were in a large town 
now and matters were different. 

We went at a slow speed while 
watching the two sides of the road 
for a possible place to park, out of 
the way of moving traffic. Sudden¬ 
ly there appeared in front of us the 
new George Washington Memorial 
Bridge, not yet completed at that 
time. We stopped and with a flash 
light found jnst the place we had 
been looking for. Almost under¬ 
neath the structure, we rolled 
"Bouncing Betty” outo the grass, 
amid the pile of construction mate¬ 
rials, spread our blankets and taking 
a look at the moon, went to sleep 
Perhaps times have changed by now 
but that night's sleep was as good 
as any, although the vibration made 
by the frequent passing of vehicles 
could be felt as we slept. 

In the morning we had a cold 
breakfast and then proceeded to 
push "Bouncing '» Betty” down 
Riverside Drive in order to start her 
A watchman on the bridge prop 
erty laughed at our effort and, with 
out being asked, helped to push and 
start her. We thanked nim and 
proceeded on the road to Trenton 
New Jersey. 

No more trouble came up until we 
tried to find the Hudson Riyer 
Tubes, the Holland Tunnel, we 
had seen the day befqre, but 
which now we were unable to find 
Upon finding it we were remorseful 
th*r- we -wrmfd«have to parr wltfrf 
fifty-cents for toll. 

In New Jersey we were delighted 
with the wide highway and the low 
prices of gasoline. Numerous auto¬ 
mobiles were on the road, this day 
being Saturday, occupied by work 
ing men. 

Taking U. S. Highway 1, we pass 
ed Newark, to Elizabeth on to Rah 
way, down near New Brunswick 
where we started to think about 
stopping to see Princeton University 
at Princeton. However, we were on 
the wrong road and we did not desire 
to turn up at Penn’s Neck to con 
nect with Princeton, but kept on to 
ward Trenton. 

A few miles out of Trenlon, in the 
dense traffic at an intersection, I com 
mitted a grave error. While fol 
lowing the road «igns we approached 
a stop-light at the intersection and 
we were caught in a traffic jam. the 
lights changing as we started 
cross. Not desiring to wear out our 
brakes I went across, at the same 
time we arrived across the thorough 
fare, I exclaimed: “Gosh! 1 loud 
enough for three policemen, who were 
standing near the stop and go signal

This building resembled a fire- 
station, but we were wondering what 
such a structure could house. 

Wandering about on the grounds 
we finally came to the main building, 
where Superintendent Alvin E. 
Pope’s office is located. We had 
missed meeting Mr. Pope in Santa 
Fe, New Mexico, but did not intend 
to miss him again. He had heard 
of us in Santa Fe from Superin¬ 
tendent Connors of the New Mexico 
School and now conducted us around 
the grounds. In no time we were 
on the athletic field, talking with 
the boys playing games there. One 
boy in particular, David Duvidowitz, 
was going to Galiaudet in a week. 

Mr. Dwight W. Reader, once a 
Normal at Galiaudet, knew Bill and 
he took us in tow to show us Uie re-., 
tnaining buildings. The gym, 
trades building with the photo-en¬ 
graving department drew our atten¬ 
tion the most, but the printing 
department and wood shop greatly 
reminded us of the Iowa school.
